great assemblage when the nomination 
was formally accomp lished . 
The nomination of Senator Charles 
Warren Fairbanks of Ind iana as the 
p arty ’s choice for v ice p resid ent, was 
p ractically assu red when Illinois y es­ 
terd ay afternoon withd rew th9 name 
of its fav orite « on, Congressman Hitt, 
and If the p resent p rogram is carried 
ou t, United States Senator Jonathan 
P. Dolliv er of Iowa will p lace Senator 
Fairbanks in nomination. 
Alabama, 
the first state In the roll-call, will 
y ield to Iowa when the call begins, and 
Dolliv er will receiv e recognition. It la 
ex p ected that no other name will be 
p resented to the conv ention, and as 
the roll of states is called each will sec­ 
ond the nomination of the senior sen­ 
ator from Ind iana. 
Then somebod y 
will mov e to make It u nanimou s, and 
the work of the conv ention will be at 
an end . 
Chairman Cannon called the conv en 
tion to ord er tod ay at noon, and the 
third d ay ’s session was op ened with 
p ray er by Rev . Thad d eu s A. Sniv ely 
The call was then mad e for p resid en 
tlal nominations, and former Gov ernoi 
Frank S. Black of New York was rec­ 
ognized .

Black 
said:

co untry and the to wn hav e v ied with 
each o ther In » ending here their co n­ 
tributio ns to this splendid thro ng . 
Ev ery hig hway in the land ia leading

cu tes again the d ecree which comeg to 
it fron the American home in naming 
Theod ore Roosev elt as ou r cand id ate.”

The p eop le of this cou nty and the 
d istrict, howev er, believ e that he is as 
mu ch entitled to it as any man in In­ 
d iana, and will be for him as a u nit 
if lie ind icates a d esire to try for the 
p lace. 
In tins connection the New 
Castle Cou rier say s: 
“ Senator Fairbanks is to be nomi­ 
nated for Vice-Presid ent at Chicago. 
His election nex t Nov ember is a fore­ 
gone conclu sion. 
The nex t Genera! 
Assembly conv ening in Janu ary , will 
be called u p on to elect two United 
States Senators, Bev erid ge to su cceed 
himself and a su ccessor for Senator 
Fairbanks. 
The race is now on. 
In 
fact, asp irants hav e been working at 
it for some months. 
Among these 
may be mentioned Congressman Land ­ 
is, Cru m p acker and Hemenway , Gov ­ 
ernor Du rbin, Ad d ison Harris, C. L. 
Henry and George F. McCu lloch. 
“ Those close to James E. Watson 
know that he wou ld like to be Sena­ 
tor, bu t that he d oes not d esire to en­ 
ter the race against bis friend Hemen- 
way . 
On the other hand Mr. Hemen- 
w-ay is q u oted as say ing he w ill step 
asid e if Mr. Watson will ru n.

Mr. Watson measu res well u p to the 
stand ard of the best statesmen, and 
bis •p romotion wou ld be a d eserv ed 
recognition of a b ^ ty . 
“ Mr. Watson cou ld enter the race 
w ith ten or twelv e su re v otes in the 
legislatu re.* 
His p op u larity ov er the 
State is not to be d enied . 
All in all, 
bis friend s claim for his man ex cel­ 
lent chance of election. 
“ Mr. Hemenway as chairman of 
Hou se ap p rop riation committee, hold s 
a high p osition. 
His d istrict is rea­ 
sonably safe and it is argu ed that bis 
serv ices in Hou se are far more im p ort­ 
ant to himself and the p eop le than he 
cou ld make them in the Senate for 
some y ears. 
Mr. Hemenway ’s legis­ 
lativ e d elegation is somewhat Demo­ 
cratic and he cou ld not go beforo the 
General Assembly w ith near as mu ch 
su p p ort as Mr. Watson.

The su p reme 
cou rt y esterd ay d e­ 
clared u ncontitu tional tho act of 1903, 
by which it w*as attemp ted to p ost- 
p one the election of a large nu mber of 
cou nty officers to make the terms of 
all su ch offices begin on the first of 
Janu ary , following their 
election. 
The Su p reme 
cou rt so d ecid ed in 
affirming the case of Fred erick L. 
Gemmer v s. the State on relation of 
William H. Stev ens. 
None of the 
ju d ges d issented , thou gh Ju d ge Jor­ 
d an only concu rred in the resu lt, w ith­ 
ou t ap p rov ing Ju d ge Dow ling’s op in­ 
ion. 
The effect of this d ecision will make 
necessary nex t fall 
the election of 
eight circu it ju d ges, thirteen p rosecu t­ 
ing attorney s, thirty -sev en cou nty au ­ 
d itors, 
twenty -nine clerks, tw enty - 
sev en record ers, thirty -nine treasu r­ 
ers, eight sheriffs and fou r coroners, to 
su cceed officers whose terms wou ld 
hav e been ex tend ed a y ear or more by 
p ostp oning the olection of their su c­ 
cessors u nd er this law\ 
In this cou nty the office of sheriff 
and coroner are affected and new men 
will he elected to these offices. 
The 
Rep u blicans hav e nominated W. L. 
King for sheriff and Dr. Coleman for 
coroner, ex p ecting the law to be held 
u nconstitu tional. 
Sheriff Bainbrid ge 
and Coroner Green’s terms will now 
ex p ire Janu ary 1st, 1906. 
Altogether 
185 cou nty offices ou t of a total of 
7 36 wou ld hav e been affected . 
The case d ecid ed came from Warren 
cou nty . 
Action 
was brou ght by 
Step hens, as Rep u blican nominee for 
the office of treasu rer, to comp el the 
election 
commissioners 
to p u t his 
name on the ballots nex t fall. 
The 
circu it cou rt held his comp laint good 
and ord ered that an election for treas­ 
u rer be held nex t fall as if the act of 
1903 had nev er been p assed . 
In affirming 
its d ecision, Ju d ge 
Dow ling among other things said : 
“ The p u rp ose of the act as stated in 
its p reamble, is to secu ra u niformity 
in the commencement of the terms of 
the officers mentioned in it. 
Perhap s 
this may he d esirable. 
Certainly su ch 
u niform ity is not Ind isp ensable. 
It 
has nev er ex isted heretofore, althou gh 
the constitiu tion has been in force for 
many y ears, and the inconv eniences 
arising from su ch a w’ant of u niform ­ 
ity , if there hav e been inconv enien­ 
ces, d o not ap p ear to hav e interfered 
seriou sly with the ad m inistration of 
the p u blic bu siness. 
“ The right of the v oters to fill the 
offices of clerk, 
au d itor, 
record er, 


treasu rer, sheriff, coroner and su rv ey ­ 
or at the general election nex t before 
the ex p iration of the terms of p ersons 
filling any of these offices is p lainly 
conferred by section 2, article 6 , of 
the constitu tion. 
The office being con­ 
stitu tional and electiv e, the v oters of 
the cou nty are au thorized to fill it at 
the first op p ortu nity giv en u nd er the 
constitu tion. 
This right cannot be 
taken from them by the Legislatu re, 
either d irectly or ind irectly , by an 
act p ostp oning the choice of the offi­ 
cers named u ntil a general election at 
which they might be 
elected has 
p assed . 
“ It is tru e the Legislatu re, u nd er 
certain cond itions, may fix the time 
of the commencement of terms 
of 
cou nty officers, and this cou rt has so 
held . 
Bu t the act of 1903 d oes mu ch 
more than fix the time of the com­ 
mencement of terras of office. 
It a t­ 
temp ts to p rev ent the election of su c­ 
cessors to incu mbents, althou gh elec­ 
tions occu r at which su ch su ccessors 
might be elected by the v oters of sev ­ 
eral cou nties.” 
A nu mber of cou nties that d id not 
nominate for the offices affected by 
this law at their regu lar conv ention 
will hav e to hold stq arate conv entions 
or p rimaries.

In common w ith the 
Democratic 


p arty the Czar and the S ultan are 


“ view ing w ith a la rm .” 
The g entle­ 


men at home are1 ‘ view ing w ith a larm ’ ’ 
the p roceeding s of the Chicag o con­ 
vention, while the g entlem en across the 
w ater are “ view ing w ith a larm ” the 
coming of the g reat battle ship s of the 
U nited States from the w aters of the 
M editerranean to the Bosp orus. 
B ut 
the cause of the resp ective view ing s 
of the tw o g entlem en across the w ater 
is widely different. 
The Czar knows 
th at the assembling of a fleet which 
he could never hop e to m atch in the 
w aters of the Bosp orus, or elsewhere, 
would be g reatly derog atory to his in ­ 
fluence w ith the Sultan, who reg ards 
him as the ruler of the big g est of all 
countries 
and 
the strong est, 
and, 
therefore, the Czar objects. 
The objection of the Sultan is p rac­ 
tical, for it arises from fear th at his 
p ocket is to be menaced, and lie is a l­ 
tog ether correct in the belief. 
Not 
very m any m onths ag o the p resence of 
an Am erican fleet 
in the Bosp orus 
broug ht the Sultan to quick settle­ 
m ent and acknow ledg em ent of an in ­ 
debtedness to Am erican citizens, and 
he g ave his solemn p ledg e th at the 
money would be forthcom ing on the 
day ap p ointed. 
There is m uch of 
M icawber in the Sultan. 
H aving 
g iven his I,. O. U ., he p roceeded to 
walk erect before his fellowT men, in 
the full belief th at the thing was 
settled and that, like E urop ean p ow ers, 
the U nited States would be content 
w ith firing an ultim atum or tw o and 
letting it g o at that. 
T herein is his 
mistake. 
The Hag ue tribunal, th at em inent 
worker for pea ce, has decided th at 
the nation first on the sp ot w ith g uns 
and ship s, and men to work them, is 
entitled to p riority in p ay m ent, and 
th at the more strenuuos the resort to 
force the g reater becomes the p riority 
of p ay ment. 
T hat is all there is in 
the sending of the fleet of die U nited 
States the to Bosp orus. 
The Sultan has 
acknowledg ed his indebtedness and 
stip ulated p ay m ent on a certain day , 
and, of course, he failed to p ay . 
The 
g overnm ent of the U nited States is 
determ ined to m ake him p ay , and in 
sending the m ag nificent M editerran­ 
ean fleet to the Bosp orus is m erely fol­ 
low ing the 
p ointer 
g iven 
by The 
Hag ue tribunal in the Venezuela cases. 
It would b€ a p oor rule th at would 
not work in 
the direction of the 
U nited States some tim e or other, and 
R ussian discontent and T urkish fears 
are not counted in the cost—Com m er­ 
cial Tribune. 
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India nlsns

Indianap olis Rep ubli­ 
cans are thoroug hly alive to the honor 
that has come to their disting uished 
fellow citizen, and throug h him to th a 
eity and state, and to show' their ap ­ 
p reciation they are p lanning that the 
senator’s homecoming shall be sig nal­ 
ized by a demonstration in which there 
shall be condensed more real enthusi­ 
asm than was manifested during the 
entire convention 
at Chicag o. 
The 
Columbia Club and the Marlon Club 
are taking the initiative in the arrang e­

The fact that 
the Indianap olis News came out y es­ 
terday with an editorial declaration 
favoring 
Cong ressman 
Hemenway ’» 
candidacy is taken as evidence that 
no time Is to be lost in op ening an ag ­ 
g ressive camp aig n, and that It will 
have some unusual features. 
It has 
been known for some time that Gov­ 
ernor Durbin and his friends were 
working quietly In the making of Re­ 
p ublican leg islative candidates, on the 
assump tion that the nomination of 
Senator Fairbanks for vice p resident 
was assured, and it is rep orted that 
they have made p rog ress that will sur­ 
p rise tne other candidates when they 
take up the contest in g rim earnest. 


The nomination of Senator F air­ 
banks for second p lace on the Rep ub­ 
lican ticket is no surp rise to the p eo­

We favor such cong ressional action as 
•hall determine 
whether by sp ecial dis­ 
criminations the elective franchise in any 
state has been unconstitutionally limited, 
and, if such is the case, we demand that 
rep resentation in cong ress and in electoral 
colleg es shall be p rop ortionally reduced as 
directed by the constitution of the United 
States. 
Combinations of cap ital and of labor are 
the results of the economic movement of 
the ag e, but neither must be p ermitted to 
infring e up on the rig hts and interests of 
tha p eop le. 
Such combinations, when law 
fully formed, for lawful p urp oses, are alike 
entitled to the p rotection or the lawa, but 
both are subject to the lawa. and neither 
can be p ermitted to break them. 
The y *at statesman and p atriotic Amer 
lean. William McKinley , who was re-elected 
by the Rep ublican p arty to the p residency 
four rear* ag o, was assassinated just at 
the tnreshhold of his second terra. 
The 
entire nation mourned his untimely death 
and did that justice to hla g reat qualities 
of mind and character which history will 
confirm and rep eat. 
The American p eop le were fortunate In 
his successor, to whom the? turned with 
a trust aud confidence which have been 
fully 
Justified. 
President 
Roosereit 
broug ht to the g reat resp onsibilities thus 
sadly 
forced up on him a clear head, a 
brave heart, 
an earneat 
p atriotism 
and 
hig h ideals of p ublic duty and p ublic serv­ 
ice. 
True to the p rincip les of the Rep ublican 
p arty and to toe p olicies which that p arty 
had declared, he has also shown himself 
ready for every emerg ency and has met 
new and vital question« with ability and 
with success.

S « has continued th« p olicy of President 
McKinley in the Orient and our p osition in 
China, sig nalized by our recent commer 
cial treaty with that emp ire, has never 
been so hig h. 
He secured the tribunal by which the 
vex ed and p erilous question or the Alaskan 
boundary was finally aettled. 
W henever crime* ag ainst humanity have 
been p erp etrated which have shocked our 
p eop le his p rotest has been made and our 
g ood office* have been tendered, but alway s 
with due reg ard to international oblig a 
tlona. 
Unde» his g uidance we find burselves at 
p eace with all the world, and never were 
we more resp ected or our wishes more re 
g arded by foreig n nations. 
Proralnentlv successful in reg ard to onr 
foreig n relations, he has been equally for­ 
tunate in dealing with domestic questions. 
The country has known that the p ublic 
credit and the national currency were ab« n 
lutely aafe In the hands of his adm tnlstra 
tlon. 
In the enforcement of the laws he 
has shown not only courag e, but the wls 
dom which understands that to p ermit laws 
to be violated or disreg arded op ens the 
door to anarchy , while the just enforcement 
of the law is the soundest conservatism 
He has held firmly to the fundamental 
American doctrine th a t all men must obey 
the law. that there must be no distinction 
between rich and p oor, between strong and 
weak, but that justice and equal p rotection 
under the law must be secured to every 
cltfsen without reg ard to race, creed or 
condition. 
H it adm inistration has been throug hout 
vig orous and honorable, hig h minded and 
p atriotic. 
We commend It without reser 
ration to the considerate Judg ment of th* 
American p eop le.

^Japanese and Russians Preparing fo* 


Big Engagement. 
Tokio, June 23.—A division of the 
arm y under General Oku occupied 
Hulun# Yao yesterday without oppo­ 
sition. 


St. Petersburg, June 23.—The Immi­ 
nence of a battle in the northern part 
of the Liao Yang peninsula is adm it­ 
ted by the war office and is indicated 
succinctly in dispatches from corre­ 
spondents at Liao Yang, Kaiping and 
other points on the railroad. 
The week of skirm ishing around 
Bluyen retarded General K uroki’s op­ 
erations, perm itting General Stakel- 
berg to reach Kaiping, the rear guard 
•lowly falling back on Senuchen before 
the 
Japanese 
advance. 
M eanwhile 
large forces are hurrying south from 
Liao Yang to check both General Oku 
and General Kuroki. 
It is believed here that General Ku- 
ropatkin's object is to prevent a Junc­ 
ture of the Japanese arm ies. 
On the 
other hand, the aim of the Japanese 
apparently is to drive the R ussians out 
of the Liao Tung peninsula prepara­ 
tory to a m arch on Liao Yang. 
The 
approach of the rainy season will more 
than likely precipitate m atters. 
Nothing Is known officially of the 
occupation oi H siung Yao by the Jap­ 
anese. 
If the report should be cor­ 
rect It agrees substantially with the 
Japanese plan of anvar.ee as it is un­ 
derstood here, but it indicates that the 
Japanese outposts are further forward 
than Russian advices indicate.
